Creation of a monetary authority 
to stabilize the value of money 
was advanced today by Senator 
Borah, Idaho candidate for the 
Republican 
presidential

tion, as one means of removing 
"the injustice to agriculture." 
In an article published in rural 
progress 
magazine,, Borah 
as- 


serted that "taxation of city con- 
sumers Is not the solution of the 
farm problem." 
He pointed, instead, to the pro- 
gram recommended by. the nation- 
al agricultural conference in Jan- 
uary for the creation of a mone- 
tary authority directed to regu- 
late the value of money to keep 
its purchasing power constant. 


Under this plan, the authority 


would be empowered to reprlce 
gold, fix the gold content of the 
dollar, regulate 
credit, and use 
other means to raise prices to the 
1926 level and keep- them there. 
Borah said that even the elim- 


ination of monopolies, one of the 
key planks in his platform as a 
candidate, would not solve all of 
the farmers' problem. 


"I do not believe in panaceas," 
he wrote. 
"There are 
complex 


problems for which complete so- 
lutions must 
come from 
many 
angles. The monetary factor un- 
questionably is an 
all-important 


one. 
We might destroy monopo- 


lies, but more monopolies would 
grow in their place, regardless of 
restrictions and regulations, If the

RAINS IN TEXAS 


RENEW OPTIMISM 


FOR COTTON CROP 


PRICES HAVE LOST OVER 


DOLLAR PER BALE IN THE 


PAST TWO WEEKS 


NEW ORLEANS, May 2.—i , 
With fears subsiding that Texas 
would be left at the post, this 
years cotton crop appeared today 
in the opinion of authorities to 
be off to a good .start. 


While experts agreed that any- 
thing could happen before the 11 
cotton 
states came 
down the 
stretch In August with their mil- 
lions pf bales, torrential showers 
in Texas the past ten days have 
changed the entire picture. 


Prices, quick to respond to any 
potential increase in 
the 
crop, 


havs lost $1.20 a bale during the 
past two weeks. 
E. M. Daggit, cotton economist 


for the American cotton co-oper- 
ative association here, reported 
that wires received from the Lone 
Star state were optimistic. 


"In West Texas weather sta- 
tions are reporting good soaking 
moisture," Daggit 
said. "Two 
weeks1 ago this same area was in 
the grip of the drouth, while the 
state still 
needs more rain to 
bring about a good sub-soil con- 
dition, the recent rains have been 
highly beneficial." 


Crop experts pointed out that 
another 
favorable 
development 


was the excessive cold weather of 
the past winter. Disastrous 
in' 
some areas, In the cotton states 
the . low 
temperatures 
have 
wrought havoc to the boll weevil 
and other pests that try to hiber- 
nate through the winter and at- 
tack a new crop in the spring. 
In Louisiana, ono of the first 
states to plant each season, re- 
ports vrere hlghjy favorable.

MYSTERY 


Unemployment is our big- 


gest problem and our big- 
gest mystery. Why, with 
improvement in 
business, 


there still are 10,000,000 or 
12,000,000 people out of 
work, with 
the prospect 


that many millions will still 
lack work when 
business 


activity has resumed its old 
normal? 


Machinery 
is 
usually 


blamed for this situation. 
But it is not an adequate 
answer. The National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, an 
able and disinterested or- 
ganization, after careful in- 
quiry, concludes that ma- 
chinery in the 
long 
run 


makes not less work 
for 


men, 
but more work. Why 


, then have we all these un- 


employed and 
apparently 


unemployed millions? 


There must be some fac- 


tors that have been ignor- 
ed, in accounting for the in- 
creased idleness. 
One 
of 


them, possibly the most im- 
portant, is the change in the 
make-up of the family. We 
used to have large families, 
often with many small chil- 
dren. The wife and girls sel- 
dom worked outside of the 
home- Thus there was a 
email number of factory and 
office workers, in any giv- 
en 
population, 
compared 


•with the total number of 
persons. 


Now our average family 


is little more than half as 
large. 
Often 
the 
wife 


•works. Usually grown girls 
work, or want 
to 
work. 


There are fewer children. 
Thus the proportion of the 
average family working or 
wanting to work is greater 
than it used to be. In any 
given population there is 
now a much higher percent- 
age of people seeking work, 
and counted with the un- 
employed when they don't 
get it. This percentage nat- 
urally 
increases 
in 
bad 


times, because when a fam- 
ily bread-winner is out of 
work, other members of the 
family join him in trying to 
find jobs. 


By the same token, when 


one member gets a job, oth- 
ers are likely to stop seek- 
ing jobs. So strong is this 
tendency that one economic 
writer thinks if there are 
10,000,000 people seeking 
work, and 5,000,000 
find 


steady work, the other 6,- 
000,000 will disappear.

Another 
move 
of 
the 


Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation of the Department 
of Justice is the establish- 
ment of a lost and found 
department for stolen prop- 
erty. As announced by J. 
Edgar Hoover, director of 
the bureau, records will be 
kept of all 
stolen 
goods. 


There v.'ill be a minute de- 
scription of each article, the 
type of crime represented, 
the name of the victim and 
the names of suspects. These 
records will be available to 
local police officers through- 
out the country along with 
the fingerprints and his- 
tories of criminals kept by 
the bureau's identification 
division.

ROADS 


When American automo- 


bile manufacturers started 
making more powerful en- 
gines, Europeans explained 
it as a natural result of bad 
roads. We needed great 
power, they said, to pull a 
car around through our un- 
tamed wildernesses. 


Then gradually the start- 


ling truth broke over them 
that good roads, not bad 
ones, were responsible. The 
better our highways be- 
came, 
the 
faster 
people 


would drive, and the fast 
driving demanded bigger 
and better motors. A bad 
road would shake the car 
to pieces, but fast driving 
on a perfect road would 
shake the motor to pieces. 


Then as the Europeans 


began improving their own 
highways, 
making 
them 


smoother and broader to 
match our best, with fewer 
obstacles to high speed, 
they proceeded to do the 
same thing- They redesign- 
ed their motors for smooth- 
ness, power and speed, with 
tighter and harder fittings, 
better lubrication, and BO 
on. 


There, as here, the mere 


making of better roads pro- 
duces, along with various 
other forms of revolution, 
unforeseen mechanical im- 
provements.^ 


POISON GAS. 


The words of Anthony 


Eden, British foreign secre- 
tary, spoken at Geneva x;e- 
garding the use of poison 
gas by the Italian army in 
Ethiopia, ought to be read 
by every literate person, 
and ought-to be read by the 
literate to all who cannot 
read. This revival of poison 
gas as a war weapon, which 
was started by Germany in

protocol concerns the in- 
habitants of every

city of the world. 


"It is for them a char- 


ter against 
extermination. 


Without 
it, how can we 


have confidence that our 
own folk, despite all 
the 


solemnly signed protocols, 
will not be burned, blinded 
and done to death in agony 
hereafter?" 


Airplanes 
and 
poison 


gas are a combination un- 
equalled in history for de- 
struction and suffering in 
time of war. They must be 
ruled out. 


DRIVING TO SIBERIA 


The most surprising road- 


building scheme in modern 
times is now being studied 
by certain unrevealed finan- 
cial interests in the United 
States. They propose to con- 
nect Edmondton, Alberta, 
with Siberia by means of a 
highway for heavy motor 
t r a f f i c . 
It would run 


through the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, Yukon and Alaska, 
and 
would 
finally 
dive 


through a tunnel under the 
Bering Straits to Siberia, 
eventually passing on to the 
great cities of the Orient. 
It would cost 3500,000,000 
or more if carried through. 
The Bering Straits tunnel 
would bo paid for eventual- 
ly from traffic tolls.

NEW ORLEANS LAST NIGHT 


WITHOUT FIRING SHOT 


ST. PAUL, May 2.— (#)- 


Alvin Karpis, the nation's 
No. 1 criminal who boast- 
ed he "wouldn't be taken 
alive" but who was "scared 
to death" 
when 
federal 


agents seized him in New 
Orleans, was -held today in 
the federal building while author- 
ities 
questioned 
him 
regarding 
three kidnapings and other crimes. 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
federal department of investiga- 
tion who led the capture, related 
details of how Karpis was trapped 
in New Orleans yesterday and how 
he "turned yellow" at the last mo- 
ment. 
"Karpis said he'd never be taken 
alive," said Hoover, "but we took 
him without firing a shot. That 
marked him as a dirty, yellow rat. 
He was scared to death when we 
closed in on him. He shook all 


- 
over — his voice, his hands and his 


4 knees." 
Karpis was brought here by Hoo- 
ver and eight federal agents at 
8:47 a. m. (CST) today after a dra- 
matic airplane trip in which sev- 
eral stops and wide detours were 
forced by severe flying weather. 
During the trip Karpis was chained 
to his. seat. Other than the weather 
there were no untoward incidents. 
The 
investigation 
department 


chief disclosed Karpis had resorted 
to plastic surgery on his face, but 
that despite alterations which in- 


i /eluded cuts from the lobes of each 
i ear, he was easily 
recognizable 


• • from h i s photographs. 


' Wanted for Three Kidnapings 


Hoover said Karpis was wanted 
for three kidnapings, the William 
Hamm and Edward G. Bremer ab- 


V auctions, and that 
of a doctor 
whose car was commandeered aft- 
er the gangster shot his way ouc of 
a trap in Atlantic City, N. .1. He is 
under Indictment for 
both 
the 
Hamm 
and Bremer 
kidnapings 


which yielded ransom of $300,000. 
Karpis also was accused of slay- 
ing a sheriff, 15 bank robberies, 
three or four mail holdups and 
complicity in the slaying of "three 
or four other fellows," Hoover said. 
Karpis was held temporarily in 


the federal building and federal of- 
ficials declined 
to say when he 
would be moved to the county jail. 
George F. Sullivan, United States 
district attorney, said he had no 
plans yet for arraigning the pri- 
soner. 
Hoover left Bt. Paul about 12:30 
p. m. <CST) on a (RWA) plane for 
Chicago. It was the same plane 
used to bring Karpis here from 
New Orleans. 


ST. PAUL, May 2.— (ff)— Sullen, 
travel-weary and shivering, Alvin 
Karnls, the outlaw, was brought 
back to St. Paul today to face trial 
on kidnaping charges. 
Department of justice agents who 
trapped the nation's most notorious 
gunman in New -'Orleans late yes- 
terday returned him here In an 
overnight 'plane ride. 
Escorted personally by J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, department of justice 
head, and a squad of picked agents, 
Karpis was landed here at 8:47 a, 
m. 
(CST), slightly 
more than 
twelve hours after the heavily arm- 
ed party flew northward out of 
New Orleans last night. 
The desperado, wearing thin sum- 
mer apparel in a temperature just 
above freezing, was hustled from 
the big liner to a heavily armed 
automobile, surrounded by machine 
guns, and 
taken 
direct 
to the 
agent's headquarters In the federal 
building. 
Whether Karpis would be prompt- 
ly arraigned on Indictments charg- 
ing him with the abduction of Ed- 
ward G. Bremer, banker, and Wil- 
liam Hamm, Jr., brewing Uad, was 
not Immediately determined. 


,At Washington, the postofflce In- 


spection service said efforts will be 
made to try Karpis -for the Gar- 
rettsvllle, Ohio, train robbery last 
November unless 
he 
Is given a 
death sentence in un earlier trial. 
If Karpis Is given a long sen- 
tence or 
life 
imprisonment, the 


Garrettsvllle charge will be press- 
ed. A $2,000 reward offered by 
postbfflce Inspectors will not be 
available for payment unless Kar- 
pis Is convicted of the Garretts- 
vllle robbery, the service said. 
Hoover Met Reporters 
Within an hour after his arrival 
Hoover met reporters In the fed- 
eral building. He ign-red them at 
the airport where the plane was 
backed into a national guard han- 
gar, with the transfer from the 
liner to an automobile being made 
behind closed doros. 
Making a short stop at St. Louis 
for refueling around midnight, the 
party was tied up at Kansas City 
from 2 a. m., until 5:30 a. m. (CST) 
because 
of unfavorable 
flying 
weather. 
During the entire trip and stops 
the prisoner was manacled Inside 
the plane. 
Upon arrival here his feet rcarce- 
]y touched the earth as the agents 
hurried him from the plane to the 
waiting car, thence to the federal 
building. 
Hoover, who said he planned to 
go by airplane to New York this 
afternoon, divulged some of the 
details of Karpis' capture. He em- 
phasized no reward would be paid 
by the federal bureau of investiga- 
tion, an Indication no "tips" were 
received from persons seeking the 
$7,000 price offered lor Karpis' ar- 
rest recently. 
Hoover said Fred Hunter, cap- 
tured with Karpis, was being held 
In New Orleans, pending decision 
as to whether he will be tried on a 
mail robbery charge or a postal of- 
fense.

Karpis, Arrived In 


St. Paul Saturday 


ST. PAUL, May 2.— (/P>-Alvin 
Karpis, the nation's public enemy 
No. 1, who was captured 
last 


night In New Orleans, arrived at 
ths municipal airport at 8:50 a. 
m. (Central Standard time) today 
and 
was 
immediately whisked 
away by federal agents to the de- 
partment of justice headquarters 
in the federal building. 


The plane which brought Kar- 


pla here from the Louisiana city 
carried eight federal agents be- 
sides the long sought leader of 
the gang, who kidnaped William 
A. Hamm, Jr., St. Paul Brewer, 
for $J.OO,000 ransom June 15, 1933, 
and 
then 
abducted Edward G. 
Bremer, St Paul banker for $200,- 
000 six months later. 


Weather conditions, It was be- 
lieved, forced the plane off the 
direct route from New Orleans 
to St. Paul via Chicago, and the 
trip was by way of Indianapolis, 
thence to St. Louis and Kansas 
City. At the latter city the plane 
stopped more than three hours 
before taking off at 5:30 a. m. 
(CST) 
on the final leg of the 
trip here. 


At the Kansas City airport an 
attendant said Karpls was chain- 
ed to his seat and was not per- 
mitted to leave the plane dur- 
ing the long stop. 


Twenty St. Paul federal agents 
had awaited the arrival of Kar- 
pis and his guards at the St. 
Paul airport since 3 a. m. 


It was presumed Karpis would 


be rushed to the Ramsey county 
jail in St. Paul, where six others 
with whom he was indicted only 
ten days ago for the Hamm kid- 
naping, are held.

In the Texas plan for helping the 
needy aged. 


"A large part, If not all, of the 
cost of administering the 
Old 


-Age Pension Law in Texas will 
be paid by the federal govern- 
ment," Executive Director Orville 
S. Carpenter said. 
Social security board officials 


told Mr. Carpenter they antici- 
pated that many of the states re- 
ceiving federal aid will be able 
to pay a large part of their oper- 
ation costs out of the federal al- 
lotment for 
administrative 
ex- 


pense thereby leaving most of the 
state funds to be spent for old 
age assistance. 


"After determining -the : amount 
to be granted a state for the 
payment of old age assistance, the 
federal government adds 5 per 
cent of this amount to the check 
for 
administrative expenses 
In 
that particular state," Mr. Car- 
penter explained. "The entire fed- 
eral expense allotment may be 
used before any state funds are 
spent for this purpose."

The pact, alg-ned recently by the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France, limits the size of certain 
types of warships, but not the 
number of vessels, and provides 
for an exchange of 
information 
between signatories on construc- 
tion programs underway and con- 
templated. 
Great Britain yesterday disclos- 


ed plans for building 38 new war- 
ships including two battleships 
of 35,000 tons each. 
The 
big, 
$531,000,000 naval supply bill pend- 
ing in the house contains author- 
ity for the United States to con- 
struct two such vessels If cap- 
ital ship replacements are begun 
by other treaty signatories. 
Senate leaders have given no 
Indication whether 
the 
naval 
treaty could be ratified at this 
session, but privately have Indi- 
cated there was little prospect of 
approval now In view of the short 
time remaining before adjourn- 
ment.

Ranger Hines, who brought Mrs. 
Child,s here from San Augustine, 
said she appeared "smiling and 
cheerful" after 
making 
a full 
statement to him and District At- 
torney Wardlow W. Lane in which 
she corroborated a 36-page state- 
ment previously by Bramlett. 
The ranger said that, until yes- 
terday afternoon, Mrs. Childs had 
claimed she knew nothing about 
the shooting; then she suddenly 
Bald she would make a statement. 
Hines called Lane from Center 
and they questioned the attractive 
25-year-old woman until 2:30 a. m. 
today. 


Bramlett also had been trans- 
ferred to Jail here, occupying 
a 


;Cell on the 
floor 
above Mrs. 


Childs. 
The former civilian con- 
servation corps worker spent this 
morning writing a letter to his 
80-year-old father at Jefferson. 


Expects Same Punishment. 
The statement attributed to Mrs. 
Childs said she was "as much to 
blame as Bramlett for whatever 
.happened and expected to 
take 
the same punishment he got." 


An unhappy man-led life, ex- 
tending over a six-year 
period 


during which she had tried to 
leave her husband, was described 
in the statement. She was quoted 
as saying Childs, practically 
an 


invalid from 
infantile paralysis, 


had vowed "she would never live 
with any other man" and that he 
would "follow her to the end of 
the world." 


Concerning the actual shooting, 
she said, according to Hines and 
other authorities, that no plans 
for the slaying had been pre-ar- 
ranged but that when Bramlett 
left her the Monday before the 
shooting, he had said "when I 
come back I will come prepared." 
The night of the shooting, ac- 


cording to officer*, her statement 
said she heard a commotion in 
the kitchen of their home and be- 
came frightened, calling a neigh- 
bor, 
Aaron Baldwin. 
The state- 


ment said Ecldwin went into the 
kitchen and found Childs. 
"He gashed just once after I 


went in," she quoted Baldwin as 
saying.

Frank D. Fitzgerald to make the 
nominating speech. 


Fitzgerald said, however, that 


the senator Intended to continue 
as "an unannounced candidate for 
the nomination." 


Tho Michigan Republican con- 
vention already has laid plans to 
place. Vandenberg's name before 
the national convention. At first 
the state convention had prepared 
to bind its edlegates to back Van- 
denberg as long as his nomination 
was a possibility. However, Van- 
denberg himself requested that 
tho delegates be authorized to use 
their own judgment after present- 
ing his name. The delegates were 
so empowered. 
Former Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire last night said Colonel 
Frank Knox of Illinois so far 
"has 169 delegates who have been 
elected to the Cleveland conven- 
tion for no other purpose "than 
to vote for him."

NEWSPAPER SURVEY INDICATES 
UNEMPLOYMENTFIGURESOFSOME 
SOURCES ARE ENTIRELY TOO HIGH 
NEW YORK, May 2.— 


New York Sun estimated today 
in a news utory that the total 
unemployment in all United States 
industries, trades, 
mining 
and 
transportation — which the news- 
paper's survey said covered 58.7 
per cent of all fields of employ- 
ment—amounted to 3,084,300 per- 
sons. 


The paper's survey of 3,000 com- 


panies did not include such cate- 
gories as agriculture, public ser- 
vice and professional service. It 
did not attempt to calculate the 
total amount of unemployment. 


The national industrial confer- 


ence board, a statistical organiza- 
tion supported by corporations, 
has estimated total unemployment 


in tho United States at 9,649,000, 
and tho American Federation of 
Labor has placed it at 12,184,000. 


The Sun's unemployment figure 
was based on a survey of the em- 
ployment lists of more than 3,000 
companies for 1929 and 1935. 


The survey 
characterized 
as 


"preposterous" the statement of 
William Green, president of the 
A. F. of L., that "12,184,000 per- 
sons are without normal work." 


In the news story accompanying 


comprehensive tables on employ- 
ment in the categories studied, 
Green's figures were described as 
"obviously erroneous." The news- 
paper called on him to give exact 
figures on employment in 
the 


various 
trade 
groups 
affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. 


Childs said both told him directly 
that everything the officers said 
was in their statements was true.

came upon him in his cell writing 
a letter. He said it was the first 
opportunity he had to write his 
father since his arrest. 
|'lt is no use to try to explain 


it," he said. "No one else could 
understand. I loved her and that 
seemed the only out. I 
know 


now that the only thing I can do 
is go ahead and take my medi- 
cine, whatever it is." 


"Do you still hope to marry 
her?" he was asked. 


"Well, the least I can get out 


of this is a long prison term," 
he replied. "But she is the only 
one I ever really loved."

WASHINGTON, May 4.— 


senate investigation of charges of 
"spying and general all-around es- 
pionage" by "so-called undercover 
men employed by some govern- 
ment departments" was suggested 
in the senate today by Senator 
Bone (D-Wash.) 
The Washington senator read 


the following statement before the 
senate: 
"My attention has been directed 
to an article recently appearing 
in one of the local papers which 
condemns certain alleged practices 
of so-called undercover men em- 
ployed by some government de- 
partments and who are charged 
with a low form of spying and 
general all-around espionage. 
"I have been advised of at least 


one such instance, which seemed 
utterly indefinsible case of this 
very thing. I am concerned over 
the fact that such practices may 
exist. 
If they are not checked 
by the salutary force of public 
opinion they might readily lend 
themselves to the most 
odious 
form of oppression and coercion 
and easily become the basis of 
what ' might amount to . political 
blackmail. 
"What is to prevent such prac- 
tices from being used to coerce 
members of congress Into atti- 
tudes favorable to the ends sought 
by the people who control these 
undercover operators? If the ac- 
tivities 
of these men are 
not 
brought to light what is to pre- 
vent them from becoming instru- 
ments of tyranny in the hands of 
ambitious men? 


To Offer Resolution. 
"In the hear future I shall have 
something to say about this mat- 
ter and probably offer a resolution 
looking to an investigation by the 
senate to determine the extent to 
which its own members may have 
been the object of attention at the 
•hands of the Nascent and budding 
Ogpu. 
"If there be nothing to this now 
so frequently repeated charge, 
it might be well to lay this ghost 
of gossip by the heels and have 
an end to the undercurrent of 
charges and cross-charges now so 
freely indulged in when members 
of congress meet for frank, pri- 
vate discussion of what is going 
on. 


"I think that an official investi- 
gation would be a healthy thing, 
and It kould give an opportunity 
to the super-sleuths to come be- 
fore the committee where the 
bright light of publicity could 
and would be turned on their 
work.."
